PHILIPPINE LEGISLATION. 
PUBLIC INSTRUCTION LAW. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
WASHINGTON, March 18.—A num- 
ber of the acts of the Philippine Com- 
mission, as promulgated by the author- 
ities in the islands have been received 
at the War Department. One of the 
most important—that of establishing a 
department of public instruction in the 
islands—has been reported by cable 
from Manila. It provides for a general 
department of public instruction, with 
a central office at Manila, under the 
direction of a general superintendent, 
to be appointed by the commission at 
a salary of $6000 per annum. Schools 
are to be established in every pueblo 
in the archipelago where practical, and 
those already established shall be re- 


organized where necessary. The Eng- 


lish language, as soon as practicable, 
shall be made the basis of all public 
instruction, and soldiers may be de- 
tailed as instructors until replaced by 
the trained teachers. 
Authority is given to the general su- 
perintendent to obtain from the United 
States 1000 trained teachers at salaries 
of not less than $/5 nor more than $100 
per month, the exact salary to be 
fixed according to the efficiency of the 
teacher. The act provides that no 
teacher or other person “shall teach or 
criticise the doctrimes of any church, 
religious sect or denomination, nor 
shall attempt to influence the pupils 
for or against any church or religious 
fect in any public school.”” It is pro- 
vided, however, that it may be lawful 
for the priest or minister of the pueblo 
where, the school is situated, to teach 
religion for one-half hour, three times 
a week, in the achool building to pupils 
whose parents desire it. But if any 
priest, minister or religious teacher use 
this opportunity “for the purpose of

In the case of M. L. Baisley vs. the 
Ola Glory Oil Company and the West- 
ern Star Of! and Coal Company, which 
came to trial in Department Six of the

On mber 4, 1900, M. L. Baisley, 
oll drifler and tool dresser, brought 
suit and obtained judgment against the 
Old Glory Oll Company in the Justice 
Court for $263.12, alleged to be due for 
wages, but issuance of a writ of exe- 
cution revealed the fact that there was 
nothing with which to satisfy the judg- 
ment, and in an examination in sup- 
plemental proceedings on December 14, 
it isalleged, that one J. A. McCarty tes- 
tified that he was president and a di- 
rector of the Old Glory Oil Company, 
and manager and a director of the 
Western Star Oil and Coal Company; 
that on or about September 6, 1900, the 
indebtedness of the Old Glory com- 
pany amounted to about $2000, and 
that attachments were coming in at 
the rate of three or four a day, but 
that. notwithstanding this fact, he, 
acting as president of the Old Glory 
and manager of the Western Star 
Oil and Coal Company, sold to the lat- 
ter corporation the entire assets of 
the Old Glory company, consisting of 
an engine, boiler, drilling tools, etc., 
for a consideration of about $1400.

BOY DEFENDANT. 

DAMAGE SUIT ON TRIAL. 
Aaron Stollenwerck, a fourteen-year- 
old lad, was defendant yesterday in 
a $5000 damage suit on trial before 
Judge Shaw, wherein William Shipley 
allewed that he had sustained -rious 
personal injuries from being rum into

| CITY WATER TRIAL. 
TESTIMONY ALL IN. 

After a trial lasting seventy-seven 
days, the testimony was concluded 
yesterday morning in the important 
litigation begun by the city of Los An. 
geles against the West Los Angeles 
Water Company, and the case was con- 
tinued for argument until the 224 inst.
